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Decisions  Yet  To  Be  Made  Regarding  Cable

The  T.V.  cable  system  is  a  cur¬ 
rent  subject  of  concern  to  the 
Student  Association  administra¬ 
tion  as  well  as  every  student  on 
campus  who  watches  T.V.  The 
S.A.  officers  are  examining  all 
options  so  that  the  situation  can 
be  corrected  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  satellite  dish  and  system 
were  purchased  three  years  ago 
by  the  S.A.  administration  head¬ 
ed  by  Rob  Bridges.  Things  ran 
smoothly  for  a  few  months  until 
the  satellite  at  which  our  dish 
was  directed  began  going  out  of 
service.  According  to  Brian 
Capouch,  S.A.  faculty  advisor, 
this  situation  was  unpredictable 
because  “satellites  go  in  and  out 
of  service.  They  may  fail  and 
have  to  be  taken  out  of  service 
for  a  while  to  have  something 
such  as  re-programming  done  to 
them.”

The  dish  was  then  directed 
towards  another  satellite,  and 
reception  problems  cropped  up. 
The  problem  was  handed  over  to 
Thompson  Electronics  and  later 
to  Dimension  Cable  Company, 
neither  of  which  were  able  to 
make  corrections,  Capouch  ex¬ 
plains  what  happened  next.  “Last 
summer,  we  hired  a  professional 
consulting  electronics  engineer  to 
come  in  and  look  at  the  whole 
system  and  make  a  report  to  us 
as  to  exactly  what  the  problems 
were  and  what  the  most 
economical  solution  was.” 

The  consultant  tested  the 
equipment  and  the  signals  being 
received  and  found  problems  in 
three  areas.  Capouch  elaborates 
on  the  consultant’s  findings  in 
saying  that  “the  most  obvious 
recommendation  he  made  to  us 
is  that  we  have  to  get  the  dish  out 
from  under  the  shadow  of  the 


water  tower.  He  also  found  pro¬ 
blems  with  the  original  design  in 
that  the  amplification  equipment 
was  not  protected  from  heat  and 
dust.” 

“We  need  to  correct  these  two 
most  obvious  and  serious  things 
first  because  they  are  very  plainly 
limiting  the  ability  of  the  system 
to  work  properly,”  he  contiunues. 
“Right  now,  we  are  waiting  on 
bids  to  correct  these  two  pro¬ 
blems.  It  is  expected  to  cost  bet¬ 
ween  $4,000  and  $5,000  at  the 
most.” 

“However,  after  steps  one  and 
two  are  taken,  we  will  still  ex¬ 
perience  substantial  problems 
because  the  distribution  wires  in 
the  dorms  get  cracked  and 
signals  leak  out  wherever  they 
can  find  a  way  out.  This  is  where 
the  big  money  is  as  it  will  cost 
over  $100,000  to  repair,”

recommended  caution  on  spen¬ 
ding  money  on  such  a  system.” 

This  problem  was  updated 
when,  last  year,  letters  from  the 
owners  of  Showtime,  the  Movie 
Channel,  HBO,  and  MTV  were 
received  demanding  that  signals 
cease  to  be  distributed  on  cam¬ 
pus.  Capouch  says,  “These  let¬ 
ters  give  us  the  options  of  either 
shutting  it  off  or  signing  a  normal 
distribution  contract  which  could 
run  us  thousands  of  dollars  a 
year.  This  may  not  be  feasible 
from  an  economic  standpoint.” 


These  legal  problems  are  not 
going  to  vanish.  We  must  either 
pay  the  money  to  receive  the  lux¬ 
ury  of  viewing  HBO,  Showtime, 
and  the  Movie  Channel  or  give  it 
up  and  go  back  to  receiving  only 
non-pay  T.V. 

The  current  S.A.  administra¬ 
tion  is  reviewing  all  possibilities. 
Capouch  says,  “It  is  the  College’s 
policy  that  the  students  govern 
themselves,”  and  this  is  what  is 
happening.  The  S.A.  officers  are 
working  to  get  the  problem  solv¬ 
ed  as  quickly  as  possible.

George  Thorogood  blends 
country  idealism  with  an  oldie- 
but-goodie  rock  sound,  a  mixture 
which  is  being  enjoyed  by  an  ever 
growing  mass  of  people.  Huey 
Lewis  and  the  News,  The  Cars, 
and  Night  Ranger  all  blend  in 
some  lyrical  patriotism  with  their 
unmistakable  American  identity, 
elements  which  have  pushed 
them  toward  the  top  of  the  music 
scene.

Mark  “Ace”  LaMere  is 
now  entering  his  fourth  year  as  a 
starter,  and  second  year  as  cap¬ 
tain  for  the  Puma  soccer  team.

Ace’s  position  on  the  team  is 
sweeper,  being  the  last  man  on 
defense.  He  has  played  this  posi¬ 
tion  all  three  years.  Coaches 
Chris  Zanowski  and  Ernest  Wat¬ 
son  feel  that  as  a  player  “Ace  is 
aggressive  and  because  of  that 
he  is  outstanding.  He  gives  100 
percent  during  both  practices 


and  games.  He  is  a  good  role 
model  for  the  younger  team 
members.” 

Ace  feels  that  “Ernest  is  one  of 
the  main  guys  who  really  turned 
this  program  around,  and  with 
his  help,  we  are  going  to  strive  for 
a  winning  season.”  He  also 
credits  senior  John  Knoelke  and 
junior  Dan  Carr  for  “always  being 


there  when  you  need  them  the 
most.”  He  also  feels  that  the 
freshmen  have  a  lot  of  potential 
as  he  says,  “Kids  are  coming  into 
the  program  who  have  grown  up 
with  soccer.” 

Ace’s  major  is  management, 
and  his  plans  for  the  future  in¬ 
clude  “running  my  own  business 
and  making  a  lot  of  money.”

WOMEN’S  TENNIS

However,  IP-Fort 
Wayne,  who  both  Stewart  and 
coach  John  Barrientos  an¬ 
ticipated  being  the  stiffest  com¬ 
petition  of  the  season,  was  easily 
defeated,  9-0,  by  the  Pumas 
earlier  this  year. 

Stewart  says  that  the  team  has 
set  high  standards  for  itself  as  it 
lists  its  goal  of  a  perfect  record 
for  the  season,  including  the 
GLVC  championship.  “Last 
year,  with  the  help  of  a  good 
draw,  we  were  in  six  of  nine 
finals.  We  had  no  idea  we  were 
that  good,  and  this  year  we  are 
even  stronger  down  the  line  with 
the  addition  of  some  talented 
freshmen.” 

The  team  finished  second  in 
the  GLVC  last  season  with 
Stewart  capturing  the  number 
one  singles  title  and  Karen 
Kolesiak  taking  the  number  five 
singles  title. 

This  year’s  number  one 
through  six  seeds  include 
Stewart,  Karen  Sifferlen,  Katie 
DeSantis,  Kolesiak,  Kathy  Bruin, 
and  Debbie  Fresche. 

The  squad  will  be  competing  in 
the  GLVC  tourney  at  Bellarmine 
on  October  11-12  and  then 
hosting  Franklin  College  on  Oc¬ 
tober  14.

Joe  made  it  three  in  a  row  by  win¬ 
ning  the  Invitational  at  IP-Fort 
Wayne  on  September  19  with  a 
score  of  298.  Bayley  took  first- 
place  honors  with  a  71  while 
John  O’Brien  captured  second 
with  a  72. 

Following  the  first  five  matches 
of  the  season,  the  team’s  record 
stood  at  a  highly  respectable

WOMEN'S  CC

The  women’s  cross  country 
team,  entering  its  sixth  season  as 
a  varsity  sport,  continues  to  over¬ 
power  its  opponents  as  it  has 
done  in  the  past.  The  team  has 
won  its  first  three  meets  of  the 
season,  beginning  with  the  IP- 
Fort  Wayne  Relays  on 
September  7. 

Divided  into  three  teams  of 
two  runners  each,  St.  Joe  finish¬ 
ed  one-two-three  at  Fort  Wayne. 
On  the  first-place  team  were 
Karen  (“Tubby”)  Austen  and 
Kathy  O’Connor.  The  second- 
place  team  included  Jackie 
Regnier  and  Natalie  Gish  while 
the  third-place  team  included 
Karla  Berry  and  Teresa 
Klingenberger. 

O’Connor  explains  how  the 
relays  were  run.  “Each  team  ran  a 
total  of  six  miles,  alternating  one 
mile  at  a  time  between  the  two 
members.  The  St.  Joe  girl's  team 
prevailed  by  taking  the  first  three 
places,  beating  out  teams  from 


Manchester,  IP-FW,  and  Butler.” 

At  the  Grace  College  Invita¬ 
tional,  the  Pumas  won  by  13 
points  over  archrival  Manchester 
College.  The  top  five  runners  for 
St.  Joe  included  Austen  (4th), 
O’Connor  (7  th),  Gish  (9th), 
Regnier  (10th),  and  Berry  (13th). 
Klingenberger  was  unable  to  par¬ 
ticipate  due  to  a  hamstring  injury. 

The  Evansville  Invitational 
went  much  the  same  way  with 
St.  Joe  winning  by  10  points. 
Karen  Austen,  only  a  freshman, 
took  first-place  honors  in  the 
meet.  Not  only  did  she  capture 
first-place,  she  shaved  seven 
seconds  off  Lorna  Eyink’s  course 
record.  Austen  ran  the  3.1  miles 
in  a  time  of  19:17. 

Other  top  finishers  for  St.  Joe 
included  Gish  (4th),  O’Connor 
(5th),  Regnier  (10th),  and  Kl¬ 
ingenberger  (11th).  O’Connor 
credits  Regnier’s  efforts  in  saying, 
“She  was  in  a  lot  of  pain,  but  she 
finished  the  race.  Had  she  not 
completed  the  course,  we  would 
have  lost  those  points  and  finish¬ 
ed  second.” 

O’Connor  says  that  the  victory 
at  Evansville  was  an  important 
one  “because  we  beat  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Southern  Indiana,  who  will 
be  our  toughest  competition  in 
the  Little  State  meet,  by  10 
points.” 

MEN’S  CC

The  men’s  cross  country  team 
continues  to  show  improvement 
over  previous  years  as  it  finished 
third  at  Grace  College  on 
September  14.  Sophomore 
transfer  Dan  VanHouten  paced 
the  Pumas  with  a  fourth-place 
finish  while  Tim  Potts  was 
second-best  for  St.  Joe  as  he 
finished  eighteenth.  Junior  co¬ 
captain  Tim  Lax  notes,  “Two 
years  ago,  we  finished  seventh 
out  of  eight  teams  at  Grace  so  we 
are  definitely  making 
improvements.” 

The  Invitational  at  Evansville 
was  a  different  story  as  St.  Joe, 
plagued  by  illness,  finished  fourth 
out  of  five  teams.  VanHouten  ran 
strongly  once  more  as  he  finished 
ninth.  Other  top  placers  for  the 
Pumas  were  Potts  (22nd)  and 
freshman  Rob  Watson  (24th). 

Lax  says  that  the  remainder  of 
the  season  “looks  promising  with 
the  addition  of  the  new  recruits 
and  with  the  returnees  being  in 
better  shape.” 

Lax  expects  to  do  “real  well”  in 
the  Little  State  meet  (Oct.  18)  as 
the  team  has  been  running  well 
against  the  schools  it  will  be  fac¬ 
ing  there.
